Senate Armed Services Committee staff, who said he had been asked a 
question of how the Agency had the legal authority to transfer title to the 
building in which the National Student Association was quartered. I indicated 
that technically title did not rest in Government; it was held in the name of 
certain legal entities and, consequently, the funds involved were charged off 
at the time of purchase. Mr. Darden assumed this was the situation and this 
seemed enough for his purposes.
